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WIHEREAS, the Council welcomes any comments relevant to the

districting process; and, NOW, THEREFORE,
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:
That the Council hereby set the following guidelines:

1. Proposed plans must be submitted in writihé, Counci! wishes to be
sure that all proposals are fully aI}d accurately cOn,si.d_ered.

qubj ect to thé;}ﬁoting Rights Act, which protects various racial and
Iangkﬁ'elléé:ﬂnﬁhorities. Thus, as a matter of federal law, the Council
will be féquired to consider the effect of any proposal on multiple
racial and ethnic groups. If a plan does not district the entire city,

it may be impossible for the Council to assess its impact on one or

more protected minority groups.
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4. Plans must conform to the criteria the Council will be using in
drawing the councilmember districts.

5. Comments from staff and the public must be submitted in writing
and be legible, even if the person also makes the comments orally
at a public hearing.

6. Persons providing comments or proposing plans must identify
themselves by full name and home gdd‘ress and provide a phone
number and, i1f available, an email addl;ess. The Council may wish
to follow up on such comments.

7. To be fully considered and for full ana'lysis, plans should be

submitted by June 17.
